the new technique is to leave a larger butt 


on the celery head, thereby reducing the number of stalks that are 
usually wasted in the field, in the packing shed and in grocery- 


store trimming. 


The larger butt also stores moisture which keeps 


stalks fresher as they move from the producer to the ultimate con- 


sumer. 


As a result of the new cutting technique, a 10 to 20 per 


cent increase in field yield is 
anticipated in addition to a pos- 
sible 20 per. cent. saving after 
the celery has reached the re- 
tail merchant, 

Ultimate result, as far as the 
consumer is concerned, will be a 
larger, fresher head of celery 
and consequently a better bar- 
gain, according to Mr. Rains. 

NATIONAL GROUP 

The United Fresh Fruit and 
Vegetable association is a na- 
tional trade organization of 
growers, ~shippers, commission 
houses and other individuals and 
groups associated with the fresh 
fruit and vegetable business. 

Under provision of the Re- 
search and Marketing act, and 
under direction of the federal 
department of agriculture, the 
association is conducting schools 
in merchandising, display, care 
in store and advertising of fresh 
fruits and vegetables throughout 
the nation.

herd of Jersey cattle at the West-' 


wood farm of C. A. and M. L. 
Gilbert, northwest of Porterville, 
development that has resulted in 
one of the finest Jersey herds 
in central California and that 
has proved to the Gilberts that 
the Jersey cow is a profitable 
dairy animal. 

Last year, the herd was in- 
cluded on the National Honor 
Roll of the Purebred Dairy Cat- 
tle association, with an average 
butterfat production of -390.7 
pounds per cow for the 12 month 
period ending in August, 1947. 

HIGH PRODUCER 

One of outstanding indivduals 
of Gilbert herd is Napoleon Pogis 
Pat, shown at left, a cow that 
last year, in‘a 303 day milking 


period, produced 8,578 pounds 
of milk and 574.2 pounds of but- 
terfat as a three year old. 

This animal was sired by Cal- 
ifornia Carl Ferdinand, senior 
herd bull at the Gilbert ranch; 
her dam was Pogis Fern Noble 
Princess.. She represents the so 
called ‘‘island type’ of Jersey. 

FORTY HEAD 

At the present time the Gil- 
berts are milking about 40 head. 
In addition to their senior herd 
sire, they keep a junior herd sire, 
Elmwood ‘Nick Alford, with both 
their bulls representing Univers- 
ity of California breeding. 

In developing their _ herd, 
which M. L. Gilbert started in 
1920 when he purchased four 
purebred females from the Leo- 
nard Farms near Modesto, the

A. discussion of big = scale, 
mechanical cotton farming in 
the “‘west side’ area of the San 
Joaquin valley, and of general 
facts concerning cotton produc- 
tion and marketing, was pre- 
sented by John N. Obermeyer, 
of the producers Cotton Oi] com- 
pany at a meeting of Veteran 
agricultural classes at Porter- 
ville high school last week. 

Obermeyer said that mechan- 
ical pickers and flame. cultiva- 
tors are being used extensively 
and that considerable attention 
is being given to the fertilizing 
of cotton. He told of one 500- 
acre field, farmed mechanically, 
and fertilized, that produced 1, 
300 bales, 

AREAS CONSIDERED 

Certain ares lend themselves 
to mechanical farming while o- 
thers do not, Obermeyer pointed 
out, stating that on the west 
side, land is even, fields are 
usually uniform and weed con- 
trol is not the problem that it 
is in some locations in this dis- 
trict. 

Initial costs to mechanize cot- 
ton farming are high, Obermeyer 
pointed out, however, eventual 
savings make mechanized farm- 
ing profitable, he said. Concern- 
ing small-scale farmers, Ober- 
meyer said that already com- 
mercial operators are in the 
field with mechanical cotton 
pickers and that contractors will 
become more plentiful as equip- 
ment becomes ‘available. 

ECONOMIC EFFECT 


Brings Good Yields In West Side Area 


periments in federal cotton sta- 
tions such as the one located at 
Shafter, various state control 
measures and cooperation of cot- 
ton growers themselves has re- 
sulted in the extensive develop- 
ment of the crop that this year 
set a record of more than 700, 
000 bales. 

NATURAL ADVANTAGE 

Tulare county has four natur- 
al advantages for cotton, the 
speaker pointed out: good soil, 
an ideal climate, ability to irri- 
gate and the absence of the boll 
weevil. Evidence of these ad- 
vantages is seen in the fact that 
the California average for cot- 
ton production is 680 pounds 
per acre compared to a national 
average of 261.3 pounds 

Obermeyer pointed out, in dis- 
cussing the present market sit- 
uation, that the national carry- 
-Over is smaller than it has been 
in many years, that demand 
throughout the world is’ heavy 
and that if the Marshall plan 
is adopted for aid to Europe, a 
continued high cotton market 
will be an almost inevitable re- 
sult. 

NO.1 FIELD CROP 

He further stated that cotton 
has become the No. 1 field crop 
in California, on a basis of acre- 
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age planted, and predicted an 
even larger acreage during the 
1948 season. 


Although California is now 
fifth in the nation in cotton pro- 
duction, it does not approach 
the state of Texas where three 
and one-half million bales are 
produced yearly, Obermeyer 
pointed out.

the formative stages, that def- 
inite policies will not be determ- 
ined until the organization is 
completed throughout citrus pro- 
ducing areas of California and 
permanent officers are elected as 
representatives of growers. 

Dissatisfaction was expressed 
at the meeting concerning or- 
ange prices during the present 
Navel season and a number of 
ideas concerning new marketing 
methods, freight rate reductions, 
the ‘‘middleman” profit that re- 
sults in the great spread between 
grower and consumer prices, and 
the prorate setup were present- 
ed. 

“SELL ORANGES” 

The speakers said that object 
of the grower organization is 
not to tear down any existing 
citrus marketing organization, 
but rather to take necessary 
steps from the grower level to 
“get marketing organization in- 
to high gear and sell oranges.” 

During a general discussion, 
the statement was made that on- 
ly “preferred” buyers can make 
purchases on the Los Angeles 
auction. market and that an 
“outsider” must buy through 
certain individuals present at the 
auction who take a profit on the 
transaction. 

PUBLIC HEARING 

Attention was also called to 
a public hearing, March 8, 9 and 
10 at the state building in Los 
Angeles before the secretary of 
agriqulture concerning orange 
marketing. The statement was 
made that briefs have been pre- 
pared and filed from various 
citrus marketing organizations 
but that growers were not con- 
sulted as to their desires. 

As the California Citrus Pro- 
ducers association is being set up 
any person connected with the 
citrus industry can become a 
members, however, only those 
persons whose sole interest is in 
growing citrus can hold office. 
Membership fee is one dollar.

Important Factors

Two very important aspects 
of fertilizer practices are often 
overlooked. You may buy the 
correct efrtilizer and the correct 
amount but unless it is put in 
the soil at points where it is 
available to the plants during 
the time it is needed, much of 
the money for the fertilizer is 
lost. Twenty-five hundred ex- 
periments during a nineteen year 
period in forty-six states with 
fifty-five crops have produced 
unquestionable evidence of the 
value of placing fertilizer so that 
growing plants can get it in 
maximum amounts. 

In general the deeper rooted 
Plants must be fertilized early or 
the plant food must be put down 
where feeding roots exist. One 
reason for fall applications of 
fertilizers in orchards, vine- 
yards, and similar plantings is 
to give the materials time to 
reach deep feeder roots. Spring 
fertilizer applications on these 
Plantings should be made at con- 
siderable depth below the sur- 
face of the ground so that the 
Plant foods reach the root zone 
during the active growing sea- 
son. 

On most vegetable crops which 
are relatively shallow feeders 
it has been shown definitely that 
fertilizers placed two to four 
inches from the plant at the 
side, and four to six inches deep, 
are just as effective as those 
placed directly under the plant. 
Broadcasting fertilizers on vege- 
table crop land will not produce 
results, On grains, alfalfa, and 
other plants which cover the 
land almost entirely with shal- 
low feeding roots the fertilizer 
can be broadcast and disced in 
lightly with good results. 

Machinery manufacturers are 
rapidly redesigning equipment 
for proper fertilizer placement.

HCN, hydrogen cyanide, test- 


ed at the samé time did ‘not af- © 


fect the production of granu- 
lation. 

To determine whether gran- 
ulation might be avoided by the 
proper selection of buds, trees 
on both sweet and sour orange 
stock were started in 1934 and 
1935. 

The buds for these trees were 
taken from parent trees known 
to be either high or low produc- 
ers of granulation. The parent 
trees were then cross topworked. 

The fruits on the specially 
budded trees and the topworked 
trees were examined each year 
from 1941 to 1946, except in 
1943. 

The results of this experi- 
ment combined with those of the 
other field studies mentioned, 
indicate that there is not im- 
mediate hope of developing a 
“strain” of Valencia that will 
not produce granulated fruits. 

LABORATORY STUDIES 

Laboratory studies showed 
that: 

a. The volume of a granulated

c. The walls of the cells in the 
granulated juice sac may in- 
crease to many times their usual 
thickness. : 

d. Gas bubbles which form in 
granulating ‘juice sacs look like 
crystals, and it was probably 
for this reason that in the past 
the affected fruits were said to 
be crystallized; 

e. During the process of gran- 
ulation the affected juice sacs 
lose their sugars; 

f. The badly granulated juice 
sacs have lost about 70% of 
their acid; 

g. Granulation does not mater- 
ially change the nitrogen con- 
tent of the juice sacs; 

h. During granulation the to- 
ta] pectin content of the affect- 
ed sacs is almost doubled; 

i. Although not much juice 
can be reamed from the badly 
granulated portion of the fruit, 
the granulated juice sacs actu- 
ally contain a little higher per- 
centage of moisture than the 
healthy sacs; 


j. Based on equal weights of 


‘granulated and healthy juice 


sacs the increase in dry weight 
of the granulated sacs was not 
over 3%, but when determined 
on size basis of individual sacs 
the increase was at least 200%; 
and 

\ k. Inorganic substances, such 
as calcium, magnesium, and po- 
tassium - especially calcium 
and magnesium - accumulated 
in excessive amounts in the 
granulated sacs. 


CONTROL INADEQUATE 

Unfortunately no adequate 
control measures has been dis- 
covered. Granulation has been 
reported from 13 foriegn coun- 
tries, but none of these coun- 
tries has sugested control mea- 
sures by means of which it can 
be avoided. 

Any factor that will affect 
growth, such as climate, amount 
of~soil moisture, oil sprays, and 
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rootstocks, will influnce the a- 
mount of granulation produced. 

The nearest approached to a 
control measure in California 
is to pick the large fruit early, 
especially on the north and in- 
side of the trees. The longer the 
fruit remains on the tree the 
more likely it is to become gran- 
ulated.

Cotton, Alfalfa and Grains Discussed 
By Assistant County Farm Advisor 


The new 4-42 Acala_ cotton, 
alfalfa and grains were the sub- 
ject for discussion at a recent 
meeting of the Veterans’ Agri- 
cultural classes of Porterville 
high school, with speaker being 
Ralph L. Worrell, assistant Tu- 
lare county farm advisor. 


Worrell] stated that  experi- 
mental plantings in Tulare coun- 
ty indicate that the new 4-42 
Acala produces a better spin- 
ning cotton, the bolls open earli- 
er and more evenly than ordi- 
nary Acala making an 80-90 per 
cent first picking possible, ma- 
turity is reached earlier and 
yield is about the same. The new 
variety has the same character- 
istics as the old as far as dis- 
ease resistance is concerned, 
Worrell stated. 

Seed of the 4-42 variety is 
available in California to plant 
about 49,000 acres next season, 
Worrell said however, in 1949, 
it is anticipated that enough 
seed will'be on hand to meet all 


demands, Indications are that 
the 1948 cotton planting will be 
the greatest in the California 
history of the crop, it was said. 


Concerning alfalfa, Worrell 
said the common Chilian is still 
the best variety for hay, but 
that the relatively new India, 
Africa and Buffalo, on a basis 
of Tulare county tests, make a 
greater winter growth and are 
therefore more desireable for 
winter pasture and possibly for 
permanent pasture mix. 

Worrell also told of test plots 
of grain being grown at the 
Henry Lubking ranch west of 
Ducor and in the Waukena area, 
stating that as a result of pre- 
vious tests, Arivat and Atlas 46 
barley; Ramona 44 and Baart 48 
wheat and Palestine and Ven- 
tura oats have been introduced to 
local farm use. 

In speaking on oats, Worrell 
said that the Palestine is suit- 
able for dry farming and pro- 
duces remarkably high yields of

Lettuce Under 
Cultivation West 
Of Terra Bella 


Five acres of lettuce is under 
cultivation at the Gilbert Boyd 
ranch west of Terra Bella, with 
the crop expected to be harvest- 
ed in March, between the Imper- 
ial valley and Salinas seasons. 

Boyd states that he expects 
to dry pack the crop in the 
field and truck it to Los Ange- 
les,and San Francisco -markets. 
Indications at present are that 
he wil lget a good yield from 
his acreage. 

The crop was planted about 
six weeks ago and recently was 
thinned, with lettuce plants 
from 12 to 14 inches apart. Ir- 
rigation is by furrow and prior 
to ‘planting, Shell ammonium 
gas was drilled into the soil, a 
fertilizing practice that, accord- 
ing to Boyd, seems to be suc- 
cessful in his field.
